“For God’s Sake Send Help.” 


One of the workmen, with ea cooler 
head than his fellows, made his way 
through the smoke to a Tiftle inclosure, 
_ in which was a telephone, and gave this 
_ hurried message to the shore station: 

_ “The crib is on fire. ‘For God's sake 
/send help at once, or we will be burnad 
alive. The tug—”" 

| At this point communication ceased, 
and through the fog an occasional burst 
of flame and an unmistakable odor of 
smoke made it known to the watchers 
on shore that the telephone message was 
in earnest. 

The tug T. T. Morford was the first 
to begin rescuing the frenzied workmen. 

After several hours of heroic work on 
the part of the rescuers, thirty-nine 
workmen were rescued. When the fire 
tug Conway and its crew had finally 
quenched the flames, fifty-three bodies 
had 'been carried to the shore, and placed 
in morgues in South Chicago, awaiting 
identification, 

‘The bodies of the victims in the ma- 
jority of instances were unrecognizable.

Cooper’s Daughter Present. 

Every time that the state’s attorney 
spoke of “hanging the defendants,” 
Colonel Cooper’s daughter, a tall, slen- 
der girl; with a patrician face and ex- 
pressive eyes, showed, hy her drawn, 
tense’ expréssion and clinched hands, 
that the question, with its grim sug- 
gestion of a ghastly death for her fa- 

' ther and brother, sent the iron deep 
into her soul. “She sat through the te- 
dious hours, however, next to her fa- 
ther; now and then making whispered 
comments to the attorneys. Two of the 
nieces of Colonel Cooper joined the lit- 
tle coterie that sat around the defend- 
ants late this afternoon. None of the 
relatives of ex-Senator Carmack was in 
court, but the widow of the slain editor 
will be present when the taking of tes- 
timony begins. 

Carmack’s Body Exhumed. 

Tt became known this morning that the/, 
state had prepared a surprise for the 
defense by having the body of Carmack 
exhumed &nd an autopsy held. 

After the muréer, and in the excite- 
ment attendant upon the crime, the 
state neglected to order a post-mortem. 
It is essential in the trial that the di- 
rection from which the bullets came be 
Getermined. Thé state’s theory is ‘that 
Carmack, with his hat raised to greet a 
lady, was shot from behind. The de- 
fense assérts that he fired the first shot. 

It seems, however, that some time 
between the date of the killing 
and the present time, the state, secretly 
and at night, exhumed the body of the 
Slain editor and caused a careful post- 
mortem to be -performed. The course 
of the bullets thus was determined, and 
the state claims to have proof that the 
bullet which killed Carmack entered 
his neck from behind. 

What Defense Claims. 

This, however, does not entirely dis- 
prove the theory of the defense. Even 
the defense does not claim that Colonel 
Cooper fired the shots. It maintains 
that young Cooper, believing his fath- 
er's life was in danger, fired upon Car- 
mack to protect his sire. And it is not 
contended that young Cooper stood any 
Place but behind, 

The work of eompleting the new court 
room for the opening of the trial was 
rushed all day yesterday, and was car- 
ried far into the night. Carpenters, 
electricians and other workmen labored 
under orders of the officials without re- 
gard to time, and as a result, the big 
new temple of justice was ready for the 
opening of court at daylight this morn- 
ing. The sheriff reported to Judge Hart 
that the summons for both jurors and 
witnesses had been served,. and that 
nothing except the objections af eoun- 
sel stood in the way of the opening 
of what promises to bé the most famous 
legal battle in the history of Tennessee, 

Both Sidesz Ready. 

Both sides announced a readiness to 
proceed, and Judge Hart ordered the 
panel sworn. The court room was

CODDLING OF NEGROES 
DENOUNCED BY FRAZIER 


Tennessee Senator Discusses 
The Shooting Up of 


Brownsville. 


Washington, D. C., January 20.—The 
Brownsville affair was again before the 
senate today, Senator Frazier, of Ten- 
nessee, speaking in opposition to the 
passage of any measure for the re- 
€érlistment of the dischaged soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth regiment. He insisted 
that the guilt of some men of the reg- 
iment had been estabHshed beyond any 
doubt, although the individuals who had 
committed the crime had not yet been 
determined. 

“Whenever,” declaredd Mr. Frazier, 
“any question arises affecting the ne- 
gro, there are certain people, tncluding

Speaking of the race problem in the 
south, Senator Frazter said: 

“The solution of this problem rests 
primarily in the hands of the southern 
white men and tne southern Dbjack 
man, and calls for the wisest counsel 
and broadest conservatism of both. I 
know that it can never be solved by 
‘men fr removed from its fatal touch 
and whose minds are not filled with an 
appalling sense of the deep racial dif- 
ficulties with which it is hedged about.’’

Tillman Denies He Is Oppesed to 
Educating the Race, but Says 
South Will. Never Be Gov- 
erned by Negroes, Edu- 
cated or Uneducated.

Washington, January 20.—Senator 
Tillman today gave out a statement, in 
reply to the statements made in today’s 
newspaper, that President-elect Taft 
had had him in mind in his speech, de- 
livered yesterday at Augusta, Ga., in 
which Mr. Taft was reported as having 
spoken of him as lacking in sympatny 
for the education of the negro rac 

Mr. Tillman attributed Mr. Taft's 
criticism to “misstatements and mali- 
cious editorials in some of the South 
Carolina newspapers,” in which, he 
said, his attitude had not been clearly 
stated. 

“In the first place,” he said, “I am 
not opposed to negro education at all, 
provided it is of therright kind, know- 
ing that education increases intelli- 
gence, and intelligence increases the 
usefulness of the citizen. 

; What Tillman Said. 

“What I said and meant, and by 
which I stick, ig this: That the repub- 
lican policy of the. last forty years has 
been to compel the south to recognize 
the political eamwality of _the negro. 
That, in its essence, would mean the 
domination of the negro in South 
Carolina and Mississippi, and many 
arts of other southern states. 

“We have disfranchised every negro 
we could under the fifteenth amend- 
ment, and the only instrumentality 
available wag to require an educational 
qualification. There is now an agita- 
tion in South Catolina for compulsory 
education. That would mean a heavy 
burden to provide more schoo!s, which 
the white taxpayers would have to 
bear, and there could be no discrimina- 
tion against the negro on account of 
race or color. Hence, we would pre- 
sent the spectacle of educating the negro 
at a very heavy expense to hurry for- 
ward the contest for supremacy be- 
tween the two races, aS #00n as we 
should have given them the necessary 
qualifications to vote, and be undoing 
what we found absoluteiy necessary to 
preserve our civilization. 

Effort to Debauch South. 

“We never intend to be governed by 
negroes, whether educated. or unedu- 
cated. The republican party is now 
seeking to debauch the gouth, through 
Mr. Taft, who offers two offices in 
every thousand of our population, and 
a pretended advancement of our ma- 
terial interests, todoin that party. If 
the republicans will throw down and 
abandon, once for all, their efforts to 
compe] the south to recognize the 
equality of the Caucasian andthe Afri- 
can, by repealing the fitteenth amend- 
ment, we can then have the control of 
Our state affairs, and can then train 
them to’ make better citizens and aid 
in that ‘uplift’ which Mr. Taft is so 
anxious to see brougkt about. But we 
never expect to ‘lift’ f¥em high enough 
ourselves, or allow ar rbody else to lift 
them high enough to .@it their heels on 
our necks, or govern » $ again, and the 
conflict of the races, Wwhich.seems to 
me inevitable, will only be hastened »y 
such talk as Mr. Taft indulges in.”

LEFT HALF-BACK SMITH

Famous Member of the Louisi- 
ana State University 
Team.

Baton Rouge, La., January 20.—C. I. 
Smith, the famous left half back on 
the Louisiana State university foot- 
ball team, gied of typhoid fever -here 
last night. 4 The funeral took place 
from the uhiversity chapel this after- 
noon, the entire conps of cadets and all 
others of the student body attending. 
The 4 Was @ native of Allegan,

Claim Advanced by Biack, 


MASS MEETING AND FEAST 


During Day Taft Addressed Great 
Gathering From Stand. Where 
McKinley Spoke, and at 
Night He Attended 
Banquet. 


CE 


Augusta, Ga., January 20.—Richmond 
county, Georgia, modestly stepped 
under the spotight today and pro- 
claimed William H. Taft as her very 
Own—that he was a resident of Au- 
gSusta when the presidentral electors 
declared him to be the president-elect; 
that as such, he was a Georgian by 
birth and had lived where he was born 
all of his presidential life. 

Ten thousand Augustans clinched 
this claim with a mighty shout of ap- 
proval, which was echoed again and 
again as Major J. C. C. Black said 
many other. complimentary’ things 
about Mr. Taft in presenting him to the 
mighty mass meeting which had as- 
sembled around the same stand from 
which President McKinley spoke more 
than ten years ago. The streets, win- 
dows and the adjacent roofs were full 
of people, and when the distinguished 
visitor told how he liked Augusta and 
pledged himself to: come again, all 
hearts were as cheery and faces as rad- 
iant as the warm afternoon sun and 
mellow southern air. 

But the big street meeting, preceded, 
as it was, by a concert Dy the Four- 
teenth artillery band from Fort 
Screven, was by no means the extent 
festivities. 
There was a banquet tonight at the 
“Terrace,” the big hotel across the Sa- 
vannah river,. where there were brought 
tomether the distinguished men of 
Georgia and South Carolina, and again 
was the solidity of the soutn’s nspi- 
tality demonstrated beyone quer on. 


Augusta’s Trib:ate to Taft. 


After midnight, when it was all over, 
Augusta had shown to Mr. Taft an ap- 
preciation of his presence, an under- 
standing of his position, and admira- 
tion for his personality, and to the 
south and to the country the city had 
modestly made her bow as a graceful 
entertainer of the great. 

What the president-elect thought of 
it all is best told in his words to the 
people, whom he addressed as “my 
fellow citizens of Augusta.” It was 
his delight that the combination of 
fate, good sense and juagment had 
brought him to live for six weeks in 
Augusta. He had .eome in search of 
health and happiness; he had found 
both; he should take both: away with 
him and leave Augusta no poorer there- 
by. It was here, for the first time in 
a full year, he had the pleasure of a 
complete family gathering, The weather 
had been such that he had not, he 
said, missed a single secular day from 
the golf links, but he had come here 
also to make his cabinet, tne difficul- 
ties of which only those of his hearers 
knew who had ever haa cabinets to 
make. ‘“But,’’ he added, “as the sum 
total of information in this direction, 
we will get alo..g some way with ref- 
erence to that cabinet.” 

There were other things he had in- 
tended to do in preparation for the pres- 
idency which he nad not done. “But 
it is the first time that that kind of a 
duty has been thrust upon me, and I 
have been just waiting in this healthy 
atmosphere to get good and ready.” 


Taft on Things Done to Him. 


Mr. Taft dwelt upon the happy moral, 
industrial, racial and financial] condition 
in which the city found itself. He was 
indebted to all the citizens for his kindly 
and hospitable welcome. 

“T have had the pleasure of meeting 
your farmers and your capitalists, your 
ministers and your laymen, your lawyers 
and your clients, and I like them all. 
I have ibeen barbecued, I have fished—t 
didn’t catch any—I have automobiled, I 
have ridden, I have played golf, I have 
met your beautiful women, and I have 
enjoyed the sparkle of the wit and hu- 
mor and genius of your bright men, and 
Tf rejoice again that fate and good judg- 
ment brought me to Augusta.’’ 

Turning his attention to the political 
phase of his visit south, Mr. Taft was 
not, he said, excited as some seemed to 
be, about the effect. “If I can convince 
the southern people that this adminis- 
tration is as much concerned with tne 
welfare of the people of the south,’’ he 
said with emphasis, “as it is with the 
welfare of the people of every other sec- 
tion, I have accomplished ali that I can 
hope to. The votes and the political 
matters can take care of themselves.” 
Y A tribute was paid to the memory of 
McKinley; encouraging words were 
spoken to the sentimental and industrial 
side of the south. Mr. Taft spoke of the 
Oriental trade of this country, and the 
great interest of the south in that mat- 
ter, because of the cotton commerce. He 
hoped that one of the results of his ad- 
ministration would be greatly to improve 
trade in that direction. He concluded 
with again giving thanks for hig treaf- 
ment and promising to come again. 

Seene One of Richness. 


The banquet scene tonight was one 
of richness and animation. To the splen- 
did arahitecture of the big winter hotel 
was added the atmosphere of the south 
in the long sprays of the green pine and 
the fresh blossoms of southern smilax, 
The ball room, the assembly room and 
the dining room were bowers of palms 
and flowers, as they terraced into each 
other by rising steps, in an effect of 
vastness and splendor. More than two 
hundred men, the guests of the Augusta 
chamber of commerce, and including 
John D. Rockefeller, Governor Angel, of 
South Carolina, who was inaugurated 
today, and many others of distinction, 
assembled to add to the brilliancy and 
contribute to the oratory of the occa- 
sion. The speeches were directed by, the 
president of the chamber of commerée, 
L. GCG. Hayne. Georgia was toasted by 
Judge Henry C. Hammond; South 
Carolina by Govepnor Ansel]; the south- 
ern press by T.’ W. Loyless, and Au- 
gusta by Judge Joseph R. Lamar.

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A CHANCE FOR THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 


In response to a request from the United States senate for information. 
as to whether American manufactured products are sold at lower prices 
abroad than at home. and to what extent, Secretary Straus, of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, has replied that he has no specific information 
on the subject other than “general rumor,” and asks for an appropriation 
of $10,000 to enable him to collect the data required. ; 

This would’ be about as useless an expenditure of public funds as could 
be devised. 

In ‘the first: place, if the senate does not want to accept “general rumor,” 

and the many more or less concrete facts upon which it is based, why not 

let it take the testimony of those heard and yet to be heard before the 
house ways and means committee, which is now considering the subject of 
tariff revision? ‘ } 

For example, Chairman Gary, of the United States Steel Corporation, 
has already testified. before that body that his company’s foreign selling 
price for steel rails is $24 as compared with $28 per ton at home. In 1905 
it was $21 abroad and $28 in this country. Mr. Schwab, former president of 
the company, testified that the variation in price had been as high as $10 


What more definite and specific information can the senate want than 
this? And it can be obtained with relation to other products in the same 
manner as has been done with steel. 

But if it is necessary to make inquiry in order’ to get more extended 
specific information on this subject, why not acquire it through the American 
consular service? 

Our consuls abroad have been in the habit of furnishing us information 
through daily reports on almost every conceiyablé subject of interest and 
some that are not. Reference to these reports would probably supply much 
of the very information that is now sought. A little correspondence with 
the consuls would bring promptly all that is desired: to be definitely known, 
and as for prices at home, they may be secured by inquiry in the open 
market. 

Still, if the senate is not satisfied with this practical method, and if it 
is sincerely in earnest in desiring the information with a view to legislation 
that will place American products in the hands of home consumers at a 
price at least no higher than that charged to foreigners, the American public 
will not raise any very noisy disturbance over the expenditure of $10,000 for 


the purpose. 
This injustice to the American consumer has cried long and loud for

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A REVOLUTIONARY RESOLUTION. 


If the Farmers’ Union in Georgia carries out conscientiously the meas- 
ures adopted at the recent state meeting in Atlanta, it will have inaugurated 
a campaign which should go far toward solving indefinitely the vexed annual 
problem of fair prices for cotton. 

The seven hundred-odd members present at the meeting pledged them- 
selve to raise during the coming year all the corn, meat and other supplies 
necessary for the sustenance of man and beast. They also agreed, while at 
work in: the field and ‘about the house, to wear suits madé of cotton. 

These two measures, which have in them nothing of agitation or theo- 
retical propaganda, may be made to foreshddow almost a complete revolution- 
izing of agriculture in Georgia. | 

They mean,.primarily, that much of the acreage given over to the pro- 
duction of cotton will be invested in the raising of home supplies, for which 
the overwhelming majority of the farmers now pay cash prices or incur in- 
debtedness with cotton as the embarrassed or “distressed” security. They 
mean that hundreds of thousands of dollars sent annually out of the state for 
these commodities will be retained within our borders. They mean, also, 
that the farmers will work gradually to those diversified methods which in- 
sure not, one, but two, three or several staple and absolutely reliable money 
crops. £ , #,. 

The action regarding cotton clothing is hardly less important. If car- 
ried persistently into effect, it signifies an appreciable increase in the con- 
sumption of the fiber and subsequent higher and more unfform prices. 

Practical progress dictates that the state movement be made a national 
one. Mutual self-interest also suggests that the business men cooperate 
heartily in the materialization of the crusade.

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QUAY AGAIN AN ISSUE. 


Dead ‘for a decade, or thereabouts, Matthew Stanley Quay, or, at least, 
ithe figurative embodiment of the departed senator as stone, has become a 
live issue in the Keystone state. 

In 1906 a law was passed by the Pennsylvania legislature and signed by 
Governor Pennypacker appropriating $20,000 for the erection of a. statue 
to Senator Quay, and appointing a commission to arrange for the on wkd 
ment of the statue and its erection upon the capitol grounds. 

_ This commission has complied with that portion of its duty involving the 
making of the statue; it is finished and it rests kor the moment in the 
seclusion of the artist’s studfo. 

Further, the law provided that upon completion the statue should be 
erected in a suitable place upon the capitol grounds, to be chosen by the 
commission . acting in conjunction with the state commission of public 
grounds and buildings, the latter being composed of Governor Stuart, Auditor 
General Young and Treasurer Sheatz. 

There comes the rub. It is this latter commission which, although the 
law is mandatory, refuses or delays to act. It hesitates to accord Quay the 
honor which the legislature at that time, presumably representing the ma- 
jority of public sentiment; voted him in the name of the. people.

Upon the occasion of the recent visit 
to Atlanta of the distinguished presi- 
dent-elect, the writer was glad to have 
the opportunity ¢o personally converse 
with him relative to conditions, indus- 
trial and political, within the southern 
states. As every one knows, conditions 
within the solithern states have un- 
dergone a most radical change within 
the short space of the past three de- 
cades. In observing this marked change 
in the industrial, and the consequent 
political complexion of this great sec- 
tion: of our country, I have had certain 
conclusions forced upon'me, as it were, 
and I had the pleasure of outlining 
them to our distinguished visitor last 
week.

After all, 
what are political views? They are 
simply the principles espoused by any 
section, which, when put into practice, 
promise the most for the material wel- 
‘fare of that section. 

In view of our growthas a manufac- 
turing section, therefore, we can now 
begin to see that we have followed the 
dictations: of folly, in a measure, in 
advocating free trade, and that, in or- 
der to properly protect our industries, 
we must change our position upon the 
much-debated subject—the protective 
tariff. 
| The position of the southern people 
upon this tariff question is one which 
plainly. indicates the truth of the say- 
ing that “it’s altogether owi!tng to whose 


eople were ardent protectionists. As 
a section, we were very much opposed 
to cOmmercial invasion by European 
ccuntries. In the year 1789 the first 
tariff act was passed, which was in- 
tended primarily to protect home man- 
ufacture. ‘That idea seemed to be its 
sole purpose, and that argument was 
at that time, has been ever since, ana 
always will be, the strongest argument 
which can be presented as a reason for 
the perpetuation of the tariff. Of 
course there are other reasons, but this 
i3 the strongest. In the year !8!2. on 
account of the British-American war of 
that year, it became very difficult to 
obtain any manufactured goods at al! 
from abroad, and, after that war was 
over, a higher protective tariff was im- 
posed for the simple reason that. the 
American manufacturers wished to con- 
tinue a@ successful business, but they 
knew that they could not compete with 
English manufactured goods. 

Now, when this higher protective 
tariff was imposed, England naturally 
retaliated. She imposed a tax upon 
cotton from the southern states of the 
union, in favor of cotton shipped from 
India, her own province, and the south- 


f 


ern planters, of course) then began to- 
ship their cotton north to be used in 
northern mills. This high protective 
tariff kept out English-made goods, 
and made a market for southern cot- 
ton in the north, and hence the plant y 
ers in the southern states were ardent 
protectionists. 

This condition was not to last always, 
however, and England eventually re- 
moved her tax on southern cotton. 
When this was done, however, the 
tariff against English-made goods was 
not removed, bécause it was necessary 
to protect the manufactories of the east. 
Then it was that the southern planters 
became free-traders or anti-protection- 
ists, for the simple reason that more 
than one market was open to them for 
their cotton, and they wanted to sell 
at either place, but at the same tigne 
they wanted to buy under a free-trade 
law, sO as to buy at the cheapest possi- 


ble prices. Let it be remembered that 


during all this, time the south was a 
|purely agricultural section, and relied 


almost entirely upon the products of 
the soil, principally its cotton, for its 
sustenance. It remained so until 16870, 
or later, and it would have been go to- 
day, I am sure, had slavery remained, 


and the inventive, industrial era of the 


of the southern aristocratic planter be- 
fcre the war. 

Such is an outline of the causes which 
led up to the shifting of the south’s pfo- 
sition upon the tariff. But conditions 
have now again completely changed, and 
the so-called ‘new south” has developed 
an industrial activity, never dreamed 
of by the planters of former days, and 
scarcely to be ipelieved by those who 
have witnessed it. We now have indus- 
tries to protect, factories of ail kinds 
having sprung up all over tne souffiern 
states, both by reason of the abundance 
of raw material at hand and the saving 
of transportation of it to remote fac- 
tories. We know that men have come 
here from everywhere, and have put 
their money into all eorts of industria!) 
enterprises, and we know that we must 
Support the policy of protection of these 
enterprises by tariff, if we grow as an 
industrial section. Although the same 
conditions will not lead us to the sup. 
port of the tariff policy, which led our 
forefathers to be protectioniste, still they 
are equally as serious, and we know 
that our political views on thig great 
question must undergo a change. In 
view of this great industria] revolution, 
which has taleen place within the hither- 
to agricultural south, the time has come 
for us to realize the change; we cannot 
shirk the responsibility resting upon 
us; we must have these hundreds and 
hundreds of factories protected, just as 
New England industries have been pro- 
tected for the past hundred years. We 
are now manufacturing goods as New 
England has been for the past century, 
and Our manufacturing is as yet in its 
infancy. We do net want foreign goods 
made by cheap foreign labor pouring 
into this cpuntry to supplant the output 
of our own millé and cutting down the 


dividends on the very capital which has 
made our Industrfal growth possible. 

All of our cotton mills, woolen mils, 
knitting milis, cotton seed oil mills, fer- 
tilizer plants, lumber and sawmill) plants, 
foundries and the hundreds of other dit!- 
ferent branches of our industria] de- 
velopment need the same wall of pro- 
tection around them which the éastern 
states have heretofore demanded and re- 
ceived. If these various industries are 
to survive and grow as the southern 
people desire they should, then we must 
favor a tariff well nigh prohibitory of 
foreign goods made by the cheap, halt- 
fea labor of European countries. 

Some one may ask, ‘“‘Why can’t these 
factories exist under free trade?’ ‘The 
factories themselves may exist, but the 
point which interests our people snore 
than anything else is the question, “What 
becomes of the labor in those mills?” 
The wage scale in this country is the 
highest in the world. and is the direct re- 
sult of protected manufactures. 5So 
aure as free trade was inaugurated as 
the policy of this country, so sure would 
the level of American vitizenship be low-

The meeting promises to be a most 
interesting one, for President John KE 
Murphy, of the Piedmont Park Im- 
provement Association, which, with its 
membership of 2,000, is leading the 
fight to make this park a pleasure 
park solely, will have a number of 
Speakers on hand to urge the reasons 
why the board should concur in the res- 
olution pending and send it to the 
mayor for his approval. - 

Alderman Curtis, of the first ward, 
who js leading the fight to have the 
buildings kept intact, and whose no- 
tice of reconsideration has held the 
resolution up, has sent out a call «for 
those who favor retaining the buildings 
for fair purposes to attend and protest 
against any such action. 

There was circulated around the gen- 
eral council recently a petition address- 
ed to his honor, the*mayor, that in the 
event that the aldermanic board con- 
curred in the resolution, and in the 
event the mayor approved the paper, 
that the mayor would immediately call 
an extra session of the general coun- 
cil at once for the purpose of giving 
the park board furthér instructions in 
regard to the proposed demolition. It 
is belleved that such action might cause 
a delay in the demolition of the build- 
ings. 

The lines in regard to this fair fight, 
now famous, have been tightly drawn 
and the meetings’ this afternoon prom- 
ise to be stormy, for it has been gen- 
erally conceded that the action taken 
at this meeting will be final. 

The Piedmont (Park Improvement 
Club has empleyed counsel and wifll 
resort.to the courts dnd by injunction, 
if necessary, tO restrain the park gates 
from being closed, which would effect- 
ually prevent a fair for an admission 
being charged there. 

President’ Murphy, in speaking of the 
meeting, said: Yike want those inter- 
the comVver#fon of Piedmont 
park into a pleasure park, pure and 
simple, who want to~rid it of those 
buildings which are old, falling into 
disuse and which have served their 
purpose, and well, to attend this meet- 
ing Thursday afternoon and demon- 
Strate that the sentiment of the city 
is in favor of tearing away the build- 
ings and making the park a pleasure 
park, as it was intended when those 
who had.an inter€st in the ground in- 
tended when the stock was given “to 
the city for a park purpose. 

Alderman Curtis, in discussing his 
proposition, said: 

“I am as much interested in recrea- 
tion parks as anyone else and expect 
to see ‘Piedmont park gradually con- 
verted into one of the most beautiful 
spots in the city or in the south, but 
right at this time when the finance 
committee hag just found jit impossible 
to appropriate more than $5,000 or 
$6,000 to the development of that park 
I believe with a large number of the 
business men. who have protested that 
this money shoula ve expended in the 
improvement of Piedmont and that the 
fair buildings should be allowed to 
stand for a while longer, so that the 
city may this fall hold a fair or any 
Other exhibition it may see fit. 

“| desire to urge that all of those 
business men who have petitioned the 
aldermanic board to retain the pbuild- 
ings be present Thursday afternoon, 
and all other citizens who believe that 
fairs aid. the business interests of the 
city are likewise invited.”

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)— 
Protesting that they were not opposed to 
federal inspection of naval stores per se, 
@& committee of business men of Savan- 
mah appeared before. the 
commerce committee of the senate to- 
day to protest against the passage of 
the bill of Senator Taliaferro. They 
based thetr dpposition on the ground 
that ite main purpose was .to divert the 
large trade of Savannah to the port of 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

Today Savannah is the largest naval 
stores market in the world. <A very 
large part of its receipts of turpentine 
and rosin come from Florida. Savan- 
nah also ships a tremendous quantity 
of cotton, handling one and one-half 
million bales @ year. Naval stores are 
quickly handled on the docks, and in 
combination with cotton, furnish a 
cargo that is given the benefit of prefer- 
ential freight rates. By this means a 
lange trade has been bullt up. 

“will Damage Savannah. 

If the bill of Senator Taliaferro be- 
comes a law the Savannahians fear it 
means the annihilation of 
local trade, 

Naval stores products. originating in 
Florida, could te shipped to the port 
of Jacksonville under this law without 
federal inspection, but not to Savannah. 
as the latter would constitute an inter- 
State shipment. The effect would 
naturaHy be to divert the shipments 
from Savannah to the Florida ports. 

At present Florida produces one-half 
Ofethe entire output of naval stores. 
Georgia and Florida produce three- 
fifthe of the crop. The industry as a 
whole is worth twenty-five or thirty 
millions a year. It is a tremendous 
trade asset to Savannah. 

There is,a division of sentiment, how- 
ever, in Georgia on the Taliaferro bill 
Interest in Valdosta, Tifton and other 
eg Georgia points declared in favor 
of 
South Carolina and North Carolina 
citizens appeared befare the committee 
today in opposition to the measure, and 
opposition was also disclosed from Pen- 
Sacola, Fla. 

The Savannah Delegation. 


The Savannah delegation, which ap- 
peared before the committee, consisted 
of Major W. W. Williamson, president 
of the Savannah chamber of commerce; 
J. A. G. Carson, president of the board 
of trade; Robert M. Hitch, VY. C. 
Schwartz, manager of the MWLondon- 
Savannah Naval Stores Company, and 
John Ward Motte. Other speakers who 
opposed the bill were Wiiliam A. 
Blount, of Pensacola, Fla., and J. A, 
Taylor, of Wilmington, N. C. 

One of the principal speakers for the 
bill was Hon. W. M. Tooney, formerly 
of Waycross, Ga., and now of Jackson- 
ville, Fla. He announced that he was 
interested in a company which had 
been put out of business by the Ameri- 
can Naval Stores Company, and claimed 
that this one company dominated the 
naval stores business, controlling from 
70 to 75 per cent of the total product 
of this industry. 

There was much dispute as to whether 
such a condition existed as to make 
this bill for federal regulation necessary 
or advisable. The fact that violations 
would be punishable in the federal 
courts was not-.overlooked. At present 
there are state laws’ in both Georgia 
and Florida providing for inspection, 
and punishment for adulteration and 
misbranding of naval stores. The sup- 
porters of the bill charged that both 
laws were being violated at present, 
and that federal regulation was the 
Only practical remedy.

He spent all of Tuesday, 
Lee’s birthday and a holiday. in com- 
pany with the department officials in 
Soing over the entire plan& studying 
its needs, uges and abuses. He will 
revisit these places from time to time, 
s0 that when a matter concerning a 
coagulating basin, filter, trunk line 
water pipe or pumping capacity comes 
to Ais attention he will be able to han- 
dle.the problem, as it can only be 
handled by knowime the details of the 
system. 

First, the party went to the river and 
went through the pumping station, even 
going so.far as to visit the mouth of 
the pipe that sucks the water from the 
flowing river and sends it on its way 
to the thousands of consumers in the 
city. 

From the river pumping station, 
where the -mayor got all sorts of fir- 
ures and data in regard to capacity, 
pumping possibilities and. the like, they 
followed the pipe line from that point 
to Hemphill pumping station and to 
the reservoirs, coagulating basins, filter 
plants, cisterns and giant pumps in oper- 
ation there. 

“And that new pump,” commented the 
mayor, “is no joking matter, though it 
has been handled in a laughable wary. 
That pump is about the biggest piece 
of machinery I ever saw. The base 
has just been completed, and gives only 
a faint idea of how big the machine 
will look when completed and in action. 
With a pumping capacity of 20,000,000 
gallons a day we hope to prepare for a 


while at least, though I think the city 
is growing so rapidiv that we should 
begin to think of securing water rights 
up in the mountains so as to be pre- 
pared for the time when manufacturinz 
rilants will line the Chattahoochee 
river and interfere with our ‘water 
supply.” 

Mayor Maddox, In the brief visit, ac- 
quired a wonderful fund of informa- 
tion on the subject, and will be a live 
member at the meetings of the water 
board when matters connected with the 
waterworks problem of the clty come 
up for discussion.
